From  the  moment  John  Flaker  ’76 
stepped  foot  on  the  Elizabethtown 
College  campus,  he  knew  it  was  the 
place  tor  him.  He  visited  one  college, 
applied  to  one  college  and  has  no 
regrets.  A business  major,  he  also  was 
a member  of  a small  group  of  students 
interested  in  the  new  field  of  computer 
science.  John  notes  that  the  hands-on 
experiential- based  programming 
opportunities  allowed  him  to  develop 
the  skills  to  manage  local,  national 
and  international  projects  for 
multi-national  companies  and 
organizations  including  state  and 
local  governments,  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Hewlett 
Packard,  Bank  of  New  York, 

Citibank,  Bank  of  America, 

JP  Morgan  Chase,  Digital  Equipment  Corp.  and  ADP. 

In  appreciation  of  his  Elizabethtown  College  education, 
John  recently  created  a scholarship  and  has  become  a member 
of  the  J.G.  Francis  Society  by  committing  to  leaving  one 
third  of  his  estate  to  the  College.  Through  these  gifts,  John 
is  looking  forward  to  creating  the  same  kind  of  opportunities 
for  future  students.  When  asked  what  made  his  experience  at 
the  College  memorable,  John  talked  about  his  professors,  the 
unique  challenges  each  of  them  provided,  and  the  value  of 
his  liberal  arts  education.  Having  to  take  Eastern  Religions 
along  with  his  business  courses  and  computer  science  courses 
was  good  for  him  and  helped  him  learn  to  deal  effectively 
with  people  around  the  world. 

One  professor  of  note  was  computer  science  professor 
Prescott  Griffith  who  challenged  and  engaged  students. 

Each  year  Griffith  would  give  an  advanced  group  of  students, 
with  strong  computer  programming  skills,  assignments  and 
problems  he  planned  to  give  students  in  one  of  his  courses. 
The  group  would  then  work  overnight  in  Nicarry  for  fun 
and  solve  all  of  the  programming  problems.  This  type  of 
experience,  coupled  with  the  solid  foundation  of  his 
courses,  provided  John  with  opportunity  to  develop  solid 
project  management  skills  that  have  allowed  him  to  work 
extensively  and  successfully  with  large  complicated 
financial  management  systems. 

John  also  has  fond  memories  of  Professor  Hugh  Evans. 
The  first  day  of  Macroeconomics  class,  Professor  Evans 
slammed  open  the  door  running  to  the  front  of  the  classroom 
screaming  “SCARCITY’  ’ — no  one  would  ever  forget  that 
introduction.  John  recalls  the  sense  of  realizing  a job  well 
done  through  the  recognition  given  to  students  who  received

good  grades  hy  Professor  George  Gliptis  and  Professor  Wayne 
Selcher,  whose  introduction  to  South  America  gave  him 
a much  broader  perspective  of  the  global  community  and 
encouraged  him  to  become  a bigger  part  of  the  world.  He 
also  recalls  Professor  William  Puffenberger,  whose  field  trip 
for  his  Ethics  and  Eastern  Religions  course  included  a trip  to 
Washington,  D.C.,  where  their  class  visited  Buddhist  and 
Shinto  temples.  An  elderly  worshipper  told  him  that  he  was 
part  of  the  “water  group.”  Water  illustrates  characteristics 
that  are  described  as  “unstoppable,  always  on  the  move  and, 
if  resisted,  it  was  the  element  that  would  always  find  its  way 
around.”  How  accurate  this  grouping  was  for  John.  His  ability 
to  combine  knowledge  in  various  disciplines  with  strong 
problem  solving  skills  supported  his  professional  success. 

In  recent  years,  John  left  the  workplace  to  help  care 
for  his  elderly  parents,  who  are  since  deceased.  He  currently 
spends  his  time  working  for  the  causes  he  values  the  most — 
his  local  hospital,  his  church  and  Elizabethtown  College. 
Looking  back  over  his  time  as  a student  at  the  College, 
John  recognizes  the  important  role  the  College  has  played 
in  his  life.  Thank  you,  John,  for  keeping  Elizabethtown 
College  an  active  part  of  your  life.

Celebrating  Service 


In  May  2011,  Elizabethtown  College  celebrated  the  service 
of  our  retiring  faculty  and  staff  members.  In  addition  to 
President  Theodore  Long  and  Betty  Long  (who  are  honored 
beginning  on  page  21),  four  employees  said  goodbye  during 
the  2010-2011  academic  year:  Glenn  Bucher  ’62,  special 
assistant  to  the  president;  Ron  Corll,  manager  of  Mail  Services; 
Mary  Gottfried,  office  manager  of  the  College  Store;  and  Paul 
Gottfried,  Elizabeth  V.  and  Horace  E.  Raffensperger  Professor 
of  Humanities  Emeritus. 

Six  years  ago,  President  Long  tapped  into  Class  of  1962 
alumnus  Glenn  Bucher’s  considerable  higher  education 
experience  to  tackle  some  challenging  strategic  external 
initiatives  as  part  of  the  College’s  senior  leadership  team. 
During  his  tenure,  Bucher — who  previously  served  as  dean 
of  faculty  at  The  College  of  Wooster  (Ohio);  president  of  the 
Graduate  Theological  Union  in  Berkeley,  Calif.;  and  executive 
director  of  The  Boyer  Center  at  Messiah  College  in  Grantham, 
Pa. — helped  initiate  new  institutional  quality  indicators  and 
was  involved  in  the  early  stages  of  the  recent  strategic  marketing 
effort.  Lesser  known  are  his  penchant  for  asking  the  difficult 
questions  at  Senior  Staff  meetings  and  his  basketball  recruiting 
trips  with  Coach  Bob  Schlosser.  Bucher  says  he’s  most  proud  of 
connecting  Elizabethtown  with  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  the  Carnegie 
Foundation  classification  system,  and  Mellon  and  other  national 
foundations.  In  the  near  term,  he  will  return  to  the  classroom  at 
Villanova  (Pa.)  University,  where 
he  previously  taught;  at  Emory 
University  in  Atlanta,  Ga.;  or 
at  the  University  of  Georgia.  He 
also  plans  to  watch  his  grandson 
play  basketball. 

Nine  years  ago,  Ron  Corll  was 
named  manager  of  Mail  Services  at 
Elizabethtown  College.  Not  long 
after  Corll’s  arrival,  the  College 
chose  to  staff  his  organization  with 
full-time  permanent  employees 
and  tasked  him  with  recruiting  and 
training  the  new  team.  “Today, 

Mail  Services  is  staffed  with  a great 
group  of  folks,”  he  says.  “They  have 
made  Mail  Services  successful.” 

Reflecting  on  his  time  at  the 
College,  he  says  that  his  most 
memorable  moment  was  the  2001 
anthrax  scare.  And,  since  retiring 
in  November  2010,  Corll  says  he 
has  been  “mostly  taking  it  easy, 
working  some,  reading  a lot  and 
getting  on  my  wife’s  nerves.” 

For  28  years,  Mary  Gottfried 
has  enjoyed  her  work  at  Elizabeth- 
town, serving  the  community  in 
the  College  Store  for  24  years  as 


assistant  manager  and  the  past  four  as  office  manager.  Away 
from  the  College,  she  is  passionate  about  her  volunteer  efforts 
with  Keystone  Pet  Enhanced  Therapy  Services,  a regional  pet 
therapy  organization  that  registers  dog/handler  teams  for 
community  service  at  area  hospitals,  schools  and  rehabilitation 
units.  In  retirement,  she  looks  forward  to  having  more  time  to 
work  with  the  organization  as  a volunteer  and  as  a therapy 
team  evaluator. 

Since  1989,  Paul  Gottfried  has  been  a member  ot 
Elizabethtown’s  faculty,  teaching  in  several  disciplines,  all 
of  which,  except  for  political  science,  fall  into  the  traditional 
humanities.  “My  happiest  memory  at  the  College  was  being 
named  Raffensperger  Professor  of  Humanities,  a position  that 
was  expanded  from  its  original  site  in  the  Department  of  History 
to  make  allowance  for  my  broader  humanistic  interests,”  he 
reflects.  Of  his  accomplishments  at  the  College,  he  is  most 
proud  of  his  work  in  designing  a course  in  Greek  grammar  and 
another  in  politics  and  religion.  “I  also  was  happy  that  I could 
help  several  young  scholars  pursue  their  research  by  providing 
critical  feedback.  Some  of  these  professors,  indeed,  may  succeed 
in  surpassing  my  publishing  record,”  he  reflects.  In  retirement, 
he  expects  to  continue  writing  books,  including  an  upcoming 
edition,  which  is  expected  to  be  published  by  Cambridge 
University  Press  in  early  2012.

Award-Winning  Educator  Calls  for  School  Reform 


During  the  March  201 1 Carlos  R.  and  Georgiana  E.  Leffler 
Memorial  Lecture,  educational  innovator  David  Levin 
(shown  R)  challenged  his  audience  to  think  differently  about 
the  U.S.  educational  experience.  “[Public  schools] 
are  broken  because  they  are  operating  the  way  they 
always  have.  All  change  begins  by  asking  why  things 
are  the  way  they  are  and  why  they  have  to  he  that 
way,”  said  Levin,  pointing  to  his  experience  as 
co-founder  of  KIPP  (Knowledge  is  Power  Program) 
and  superintendent  of  KIPP  NYC.  “We  now  know 
that  it  is  possible  to  have  transformative  public 
schools  in  every  neighborhood  in  the  country.  Now 
it’s  up  to  us,  collectively,  to  make  this  a reality  for 
every  child  in  this  country. 

“Until  teaching  becomes  our  society’s  most 
treasured  profession,  we  will  not  make  the  changes 
we  need,”  Levin  reflected.  “There  is  a revolution 
happening  in  this  country.  I hope  you  join  us  in 
this  fight.”  The  Leffler  Memorial  Lecture  was 


created  by  Linda  ’67  and  Patrick  Castagna  to  honor  the  legacy 
and  contributions  of  Mrs.  Castagna’s  parents,  who  greatly 
enriched  Elizabethtown  College  and  their  community.

New  Scholarships  Benefit  Students 


Two  philanthropic  foundations — the 
Stamps  Lamily  Charitable  Loundation 
and  the  Donald  B.  and  Dorothy  L.  Stabler 
Loundation — recently  provided  significant 
scholarship  support  to  Elizabethtown 
College  students. 

President  Theodore  Long  celebrated 
these  two  organizations  for  supporting 
families  in  challenging  economic  times. 
“We  are  thrilled  that  Penny  and  Roe 
Stamps  and  the  Stabler  Loundation 
have  recognized  the  College  with  these 
gifts,”  says  President  Long.  “These 
extraordinary  scholarships  will  ensure 
that  Elizabethtown  is  able  to  attract  out- 
standing applicants  and  retain  excellent 
students,  who  might  have  found  a quality 
private  education  difficult  to  afford.” 

Each  year,  the  Stamps  Lamily 
Charitable  Loundation,  in  partnership 
with  Elizabethtown  College,  will  provide 
a new  merit-based  scholarship  program. 
The  Stamps  Scholars  Program  will  offer 
full  tuition  for  a four-year  education  for 
five  exceptional  first-year  students  who 
demonstrate  leadership,  the  ability  to 
overcome  obstacles,  strong  scholarship, 
outstanding  service  and  innovation.  In 
addition,  Stamps  Scholars  may  access 


a $4,000  fund  to  support  educational 
enrichment  opportunities,  such  as 
educational  conferences,  outdoor  leader- 
ship experiences,  international  study, 
community  engagement,  research, 
internships  and  opportunities  to  support 
civic  engagement.  Stamps  Scholars  also 
will  have  the  opportunity  to  he  mentored 
by  an  Elizabethtown  alumnae  and 
faculty  members. 

The  Donald  B.  and  Dorothy  L.  Stabler 
Loundation  awarded  Elizabethtown  a 
$1  million  grant  to  provide  need-based 
financial  aid.  These  funds  will  be  added 
to  an  existing  scholarship  endowment— 
The  Donald  B.  and  Dorothy  L.  Stabler 
Scholarship  Lund — with  a portion  of 
the  interest  income  generated  from  the 
fund  used  to  support  need-based  awards 
to  students  who  exhibit  “. . .the  character, 
motivation  and  achievements  of 
candidates  who  give  indication  of  their 
eagerness  for  a college  education,  do  not 
expect  a free  education,  and  recognize  the 
virtues  of  working  for  what  they  receive.” 
Stabler  grant  recipients  are  encouraged 
to  repay  the  scholarship — which  the 
Stabler  Loundation  characterizes  as  a 
“debt  of  conscience” — in  the  years 


following  their  graduation  in  order  to 
make  additional  scholarships  available  for 
future  Elizabethtown  students. 

Both  the  Stamps  Lamily  Charitable 
Loundation  and  the  Donald  B.  and 
Dorothy  L.  Stabler  Loundation  have  a 
noble  history  of  assisting  students.  The 
Stamps  Lamily  Charitable  Loundation — 
created  to  honor  Roe  and  Penny  Stamps, 
who  were  inspired  by  the  impact  their 
own  collegiate  experiences  had  on  their 
lives — provides  scholarships  through 
partnerships  with  the  University  of 
Michigan,  Georgia  Institute  of  Technology, 
University  of  Miami,  University  of  Virginia, 
California  Institute  of  Technology,  UCLA, 
University  of  Illinois  and  Elizabethtown 
College.  Donald  and  Dorothy  Stabler 
formed  a Harrisburg-based  foundation  in 
1966  to  provide  grants  for  charitable, 
religious,  scientific,  literary  and  educational 
purposes.  The  Stabler  need-based  awards 
are  made  through  the  financial  aid  process.

The  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the 

Advancement  of  Teaching  recognized 
the  College  with  its  Community  Engage- 
ment Classification  in  December  2010. 

The  Carnegie  Classifications  are 
the  leading  framework  for  recognizing 
and  describing  institutional  diversity  in 
U.S.  higher  education.  The  Community 
Engagement  Classification  is  an  “elective” 
classification  that  institutions  earn  by 
submitting  required  documentation 
describing  the  nature  and  extent  of  their 
community  engagement.  First  awarded  in 
2006,  the  recognition  has  been  bestowed 
on  only  310  colleges  and  universities, 


nationwide,  that  have  demonstrated 
institutional  practices  of  community 
engagement  showing  alignment  among 
mission,  culture,  leadership,  resources 
and  practices. 

Director  for  the  Center  of  Community 
and  Civic  Engagement  Nancy  Fritz 
Valkenburg  7 1 believes  this  recognition 
is  a result  of  the  College’s  continuing 
commitment  to  “Educate  for  Service.” 


“It  is  an  honor  to  be  included  among  the 
national  leaders  in  community  engagement,” 
reflects  Valkenburg.  “With  our  mission 
statement  reflecting  our  belief  that 
‘learning  is  most  noble  when  used  to 
benefit  others,’  community  engagement 
is  certainly  what  Elizabethtown  College 
is  all  about.” 


Learning  in  Motion:  EC-TV  Goes  Mobile 


EC-TV  news  crews  are  now  mobile, 
thanks  to  a new  high-tech  Mobile 
Production  Studio. 

Department  Chair  and  Associate 
Professor  of  Communications  Kirsten 
Johnson  says  the  mobile  studio  creates  the 
kind  of  experiential  learning  opportunity 
for  which  Elizabethtown  is  known.  “Our 
new  EC-TV  van  allows  students  to 
connect  what  they’re  learning  in  the 
classroom  with  real-world  experience,”  says 
Johnson,  a former  news  producer.  “It’s  truly 
something  that  makes  Elizabethtown’s 
communications  program  distinctive.” 

The  van  houses  state-of-the-art 
equipment  for  a seven-student  crew, 
including  producer,  director,  graphics, 
scorekeeper,  audio,  tape  control  and 
shading.  Included  in  the  collection 
of  equipment  available  are  four  high- 
definition  broadcast  video  cameras,  a 
multi-viewer  video  switcher,  a 16-channel 
audio  console,  a character  generator,  a 
graphic  system  for  athletics  scoring  and 
timekeeping,  and  an  intercom  system  to 
allow  for  communications  among  all  crew 
positions  and  the  on-air  talent. 

The  van  was  made  possible,  in  part, 
through  generous  gifts  from  Susquehanna 
Bank  and  Tom  Masano  Ford.  According 
to  the  College’s  Director  of  Broadcasting 
Andy  Williams,  several  Elizabethtown

alumni  also  helped  with  the  project. 
“Brian  Helm  ’05,  the  College’s  manager 
of  presentation  technology;  Stephanie 
Couch  7 1 and  Joseph  Cooper  ’09 
contributed  substantial  time  and  effort 
to  this  project,”  says  Williams.  The 
custom  vehicle  graphics — designed  by

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American  Composer  Edward  MacDowell  Honored 


A celebration  of  Edward  MacDowell, 

„ one  of  America’s  most  prominent 
composers,  took  center  stage  at 
Elizabethtown  in  December  2010. 

The  three-day  event — which  included 
a scholarly  symposium  and  music 
festival — drew  leading  scholars  and 
gifted  performers  from  around  the  world 
to  commemorate  the  150th  anniversary 
of  MacDowell’s  birth.  Funded,  in  most 
part,  by  the  College’s  Collaborative 
Interdisciplinary  Scholarship  Program, 
the  celebration  offered  Elizabethtown 
students  a front-row  seat  to  world- 
class  scholarship. 

The  celebration  grew  from  the 
scholarly  work  of  E.  Douglas  Bomberger, 
professor  of  music  and  chair  of  the 
Department  of  Fine  and  Performing  Arts, 
who  has  been  studying  MacDowell  for 
more  than  two  decades  and  currently  is 
working  on  a biography  of  the  composer. 
“The  occasion  of  MacDowell’s  150th 
birthday  seemed  like  a good  opportunity 
to  bring  together  scholars  who  also  are 
studying  his  work,”  reflects  Bomberger. 

The  response  to  the  call  for  papers 
was  gratifying  for  the  Elizabethtown 
faculty  member.  “We  received  proposals 
from  scholars  from  California,  Austria 
and  everywhere  in  between,”  he  says. 
Accepted  for  presentation  were  more 
than  a dozen  papers  by  noted  scholars

that  represent  what  Bomberger  calls  “the 
who  recent  thinking  about  MacDowell.” 
The  invited  scholars  traveled  from  around 
the  world  to  Elizabethtown’s  campus  to 
share  their  work. 

In  addition  to  the  symposium, 
the  event  included  a masterclass  for 
Elizabethtown’s  piano  students,  which 
was  conducted  by  Marvin  Blickenstaff,  a 
nationally  recognized  teacher,  performer 
and  author.  And  the  three  public  concerts 
that  comprised  the  MacDowell  Festival 
were  the  highlight  of  the  December 
evenings.  The  concerts  featured 
performances  by  the  College’s  talented 
faculty  members  and  students  and  Italian- 
American  virtuoso  James  Tocco,  a 
distinguished  pianist  who  previously 
recorded  all  four  of  MacDowell’s 
piano  sonatas. 

In  advance  of  the  celebration, 
Bomberger  involved  students  in  his  senior 
seminar,  which  focused  on  MacDowell, 
in  the  preparations.  “They  researched 
and  wrote  the  program  notes  for  most 


of  the  weekend’s  events,”  explains 
Bomberger.  “It’s  very  unusual  for  under- 
graduates to  get  involved  in  scholarly 
conferences  like  this.  This  work  is  more 
typically  done  at  a big  research  university 
with  doctoral  students.” 

During  the  celebration,  Elizabeth- 
town’s music  students  had  the  rare 
opportunity  to  participate  in  a symposium 
and  festival  of  magnitude  and  depth. 

“It’s  certainly  not  something  that  happens 
every  day,”  Bomberger  notes.  “For  our 
students,  it  was  a real  eye  opening 
experience  to  see  this  level  of  scholarship 
up  close.” 

The  program  committee  included 
David  Brown,  professor  of  history  at 
Elizabethtown  College;  Renee  Lapp 
Norris,  associate  professor  of  music  at 
Lebanon  (Pa.)  Valley  College;  and  Mark 
Radice,  professor  of  music  at  Ithaca 
(N.Y.)  College.  It  is  expected  that  the 
papers  from  the  symposium  will  be 
published  in  the  coming  year. 
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Modeling  the  Role  of  Mental  Imagery  in  the  Mere  Exposure  Effect 


Every  year,  companies  buy  millions 
of  dollars  of  advertising  hoping 
that  consumers’  familiarity  with  their 
product  will  influence  their  purchases. 
This  phenomenon — called  the  “mere 
exposure  effect” — sways  decisions  in 
every  aspect  of  our  lives,  from  the 
friends  we  choose  to  the  votes  we  cast 
on  Election  Day. 

Recently  completed  research 
provides  clues  to  the  psychological 
and  neurological  processes  that  underlie 
the  mere  exposure  effect.  The  research — 
funded  by  a National  Science  Foundation 
grant  awarded  to  Catherine  Lemley, 
department  chair  and  professor  of 
psychology  at  Elizabethtown  College, 
and  Robert  Bornstein,  a professor  at 
Adelphi  University  in  Long  Island, 

N.Y. — examined  the  role  of  mental 
imagery  in  shaping  human  attitudes. 
Collaborating  on  the  studies  were 
Danielle  Alexander  ’04,  who  served 
as  a research  consultant,  and  several 
Elizabethtown  College  student  research 
assistants,  including  Shayna  Clancy  ’ll, 
Renee  Fortinper  TO,  Jessica  Hudon  ’09, 
Jennifer  Peterson  ’09,  Kayla  Shumway  TO, 
Kelly  Wall  TO,  Sierra  Calaman  ’ll  and 
Melissa  Rooney  ’ll. 

Since  the  1960s,  psychological 
research  has  provided  much  evidence  of 
the  mere  exposure  effect.  In  recent  years, 
Lemley,  herself,  has  co-authored  about  a 
dozen  conference  presentations  on  the 
subject  with  about  30  students. 

Although  the  phenomenon  is  well- 
known,  there  is  some  debate  regarding 
the  processes  that  underlie  it,  says 
Lemley.  “The  process  is  so  subtle  that, 
in  most  cases,  we  are  unaware  that  mere 
exposure  played  a role  in  altering  our 
attitudes,”  she  explains.  “For  example, 
we  affiliate  with  people  we  encounter 
most  frequently.  This  is  why  first-year 
college  students’  friends  often  are 
determined  by  housing  proximity  and 
why  attitudes  toward  other  commuters 
one  might  see  on  the  subway,  but  never 
talk  to,  become  more  positive  over  time.” 

In  their  research,  Lemley  and 
her  collaborators  sought  to  explain 
the  processes  at  work  in  this  social 
phenomenon.  “Some  researchers 
support  an  effect-based  model,  suggesting

that  there  is  minimal  cognitive  activity 
involved  and  that  the  effect  is  formed 
at  an  emotional  level,”  reflects  Lemley. 
“We,  however,  believe  that  it  involves 
higher-level  cognitive  processes.” 

To  evaluate  their  theory,  the 
team’s  project  combined  behavioral  and 
functional  magnetic  resonance  imaging 
(fMRI)  studies. 

The  behavioral  study,  which 
involved  Alexander  and  the  student 
research  assistants,  looked  at  the  neuro- 
anatomy that’s  involved.  “We  conducted 
behavioral  studies  that  demonstrated 
that  mental  imagery  is  involved  in  the 
encoding  and  retrieval  of  merely  exposed 
stimuli,”  Lemley  says.  “From  these  findings, 
we  constructed  a comprehensive  model  for 
the  mere  exposure  process." 

To  further  substantiate  their  results, 
the  team  conducted  fMRI  studies  to 
show  evidence  of  brain  activation  while 
participants  were  engaged  in  some  of 
the  mental  imagery  tasks  used  in  the 
behavioral  experiments.  This  portion  of 
the  study  was  conducted  in  collaboration 
with  a team  from  Penn  State  College 
of  Medicine  of  Hershey,  Pa.,  which 
included  Dr.  Paul  Eslinger,  Dr.  Jianli 
Wang,  Melissa  Robinson-Long  and 
Mary  Hughes. 


Lemley  expects  their  work  will  open  the 
door  to  new  insights  into  some  of  today’s 
most  challenging  human  and  social 
problems.  “It  is  our  hope  that  by 
delineating  the  processes  that  underlie 
the  mere  exposure  effect,  this  program 
of  research  will  set  the  stage  for  continued 
application  of  mere  exposure  methods 
and  findings  to  real-world  problems 
and  issues,  such  as  fear  acquisition  and 
reduction,  attitude  formation  and 
change,  and  stereotype  and  prejudice 
reduction,”  says  Lemley.  Findings  of 
this  research  have  been  published  in 
the  journal  Imagination,  Personality 
and  Cognition  and  at  two  annual 
meetings  of  the  Association  for 
Psychological  Science.

Shirin  Ebadi  Calls  for  Globalized  Justice

Nobel  Peace  Prize  recipient  Shirin 
Ebadi  called  this  the  “decade  of 
awakening  and  democracy  in  Islamic 
countries.”  Ebadi,  the  2011  Ware 
Lecturer  on  Peacemaking,  detailed  the 
fall  of  oppression  in  the  Middle  East 
and  challenged  the  West  to  support  the 
positive  change  by  bringing  to  justice 
those  who  violate  human  rights.  “We 
live  in  an  [era  of]  globalization.  But  what 
we  see  is  that  only  trade  has  become 
global,”  reflected  Ebadi.  “Justice  has  to 
become  global  as  well.  If,  in  a country 
like  Iran,  [dictators]  cannot  be  brought 
to  justice,  they  have  to  be  tried  in  inter- 
national criminal  courts.  This  is  a 
peaceful  solution. . .whereas  a war  or 
economic  sanctions  are  not  the 
appropriate  solutions.” 

In  2003,  Ebadi  was  awarded  the 
Nobel  Peace  Prize  for  her  pioneering 
efforts  in  democracy  and  human  rights, 
especially  in  advancing  the  rights  of 
women  and  children.  An  Iranian  lawyer, 
Ebadi  is  admired  for  providing  legal 
defense  for  individuals  who  are  being 
persecuted  for  exercising  freedom  of 
speech  and  political  choices.  She  founded 
and  now  leads  the  Association  for 
Support  of  Children’s  Rights  in  Iran. 

In  reflecting  on  the  situation  in  Iran, 
Ebadi  highlighted  several  examples  of  the 
country’s  laws  that  discriminate  against 
individuals  on  the  basis  of  gender  and 
religion.  “The  government  of  Iran  has 


violated  human  rights  for  years,”  she  said, 
noting  that  the  world  hasn’t  been  oblivious 
to  the  situation.  “This  is  why,  up  to  now, 
over  26  resolutions  have  been  issued  by 
the  United  Nations  against  Iran.”  The 
Human  Rights  Council  of  the  United 
Nations  issued  its  most  recent  resolution 
in  March  2011,  taking  the  rare  and 
significant  action  of  appointing  a special 
human  rights  rapporteur  to  Iran.  A 
rapporteur  is  an  independent  expert 
charged  with  examining  and  reporting 
on  a situation  in  a particular  country  or 
a specific  human  rights  theme. 


Ebadi  emphasized  that  Iran’s  political 
climate,  coupled  with  challenging  economic 
times  in  the  country,  is  creating  a powder 
keg  of  hostility  and  desperation.  “People 
are  very  unhappy,  but  [they  feel  that]  the 
answer  to  their  situation  is  only  bullets 
and  prison,”  she  said,  pointing  out  that 
an  eruption  of  violence  could  have 
consequences  for  the  broader  world. 
“We’re  all  on  the  same  boat,  and  this  boat 
has  to  move  toward  a greater  civilization. 
If  we  don’t  make  justice  international, 
then  we’re  not  going  to  get  to  the 
greater  civilization.”

EC  SIFE  PARTNERS  WITH  SAM'S  CLUB  ON  SUSTAINABILITY  EFFORT 

Thanks  to  a grant  from  Sam’s  Club  Environmental  Sustainability  Challenge,  Students 
In  Free  Enterprise  of  Elizabethtown  College  (EC  SIFE)  recently  served  up  some  energy 
savings  at  Martin’s  Country  Kitchen  and  Gift  Shop  in  Elizabethtown,  Pa.  The  project 
was  one  of  14  that  EC  SIFE  conducted  during  the  2010-2011  academic  year  as  part  of 
its  “People,  Profit  and  Planet”  effort. 

In  February  2011,  EC  SIFE  was  awarded  $1,000  through  the  Sam’s  Club  grant 
program.  With  funding  in  hand,  an  EC  SIFE  team — including  Benjamin  Hamilton  ’ll, 
Jaclyn  Zylka  T4  and  Holden  Eckles  T4 — and  Martin’s  owners  launched  a project  to 
improve  the  business’  energy  efficiency.  “They  wanted  to  replace  all  of  the  lighting  in 
their  gift  shop  with  P8  lighting,”  explains  Eckles.  “P8  lighting  is  an  energy-efficient 
fixture  that  uses  much  less  electricity  than  typical  recessed  lighting  fixtures.”  As  the 
total  cost  of  the  lighting  and  installation  exceeded  the  grant,  EC  SIFE  kicked  in  funds 
to  make  the  project  possible. 

This  was  Hamilton’s  second  eco-friendly  collaboration  with  Martin’s.  “Two  years 
ago,  we  did  a similar  project  in  which  we  replaced  the  lighting  in  their  kitchen,”  he 
explains,  noting  that  the  undertaking  also  received  Sam’s  Club  funding.  “During  this 
year’s  effort,  I learned  a lot  about  dealing  with  a small  business.” 

Following  the  installation,  the  team  educated  Martin’s  customers  about  the  project 
and  gauged  its  effect  on  their  perception  of  the  business.  Zylka  hopes  their  work  posi- 
tively impacted  both  Martin’s  bottom  line  and  the  customers’  views  on  sustainability. 
“We  polled  the  restaurant  patrons  to  see  if  they  liked  the  new  lights  and  printed 
placemats  that  provided  eco-friendly  tips  for  homes,”  she  explains.  “I  am  very  interested 
in  ‘going  green’  and  by  participating  in  this  project  I could  help  others  do  the  same.”

For  more  than  75  years,  Schreiher  Pediatric  Rehah  Center  of  Lancaster  County  (Pa.) 
has  provided  family-centered  education  and  therapy  programs  for  infants,  children  and 
adolescents  with  disabilities,  developmental  delays  and  acquired  injuries.  To  celebrate 
its  long  history  of  service  to  families,  the  organization  recently  highlighted  stories  of  its 
success  in  the  185-page  book,  “A  Mission  of  Hope:  75  years  of  Turning  Disabilities  into 
Abilities.”  The  concept  for  the  project  was  originated  by  former  Elizabethtown  faculty 
member  Candace  O’Donnell,  one  of  the  book’s  three  senior  editors. 

In  need  of  talented  writers,  O’Donnell  reached  out  to  Assistant  Professor  of 
Communications  Kelly  Poniatowski  for  support.  Poniatowski,  co-advisor  of  The 
Etownian,  was  eager  to  participate.  “As  a parent,  my  heart  really  went  out  to  these 
children  and  their  parents.  I thought  it  was  a great  opportunity  for  our  students  not  only 
to  write  for  a professional  publication  but  also  to  use  their  education  to  serve,”  reflects 
Poniatowski,  who  says  she  instantly  thought  of  Huntley  McGowan  T2  for  the  project. 
“Huntley  is  a great  news  editor  and  excellent  writer.  I knew  that  if  given  the  task,  she 
would  be  dedicated  and  complete  the  job  not  only  in  a timely  fashion  hut  well.” 

McGowan  enthusiastically  accepted  the  assignment  to  tell  the  story  of  Sarah 
VanOrden,  who  has  an  inherited  disease  called  Morquio  syndrome.

Also,  an  interview  with  J.  Long  informed 
“American  Veda:  From  Emerson  and  the 
Beatles  to  Yoga  and  Meditation — How 
Indian  Spirituality  Changed  the  West” 


and  an  Associated  Press  story  on  a 
Hindu  temple  in  central  Pennsylvania. 

J.  Long  was  awarded  a grant  from  the 
International  Jain  Studies  Institute  to 
teach  in  the  International  Summer 
School  for  Jain  Studies  in  New  Delhi, 
India,  in  June  2011.  Michael  Long  was 
an  invited  lecturer  at  an  event  sponsored 
by  the  New  York  Historical  Archives  and 
the  Houston  Public  Library.  His  most 
recent  hook,  “Marshalling  Justice:  The 
Early  Civil  Rights  Letters  of  Thurgood 
Marshall,”  has  been  featured  or  reviewed

Baseball 

In  a word,  hectic  sums  up  the  2011  baseball  season.  With  rain 
hammering  Kevin  Scott  Boyd  Stadium  throughout  March  and 
April,  E-town  felt  as  though  it  had  to  play  against  Mother  Nature 
and  its  Commonwealth  Conference  opponents.  A 4-3  victory 
over  Lebanon  Valley  in  its  final  home  game  of  the  season  left 
E-town  one  win  away  from  a conference  tournament  berth  heading 
into  the  last  day  of  the  regular  season.  The  Blue  Jays  used  every 
game  to  gain  that  berth,  clinching  the  league’s  final  postseason  spot 
with  a 6-1  victory  in  game  two  of  a doubleheader  at  Annville. 

Once  the  Blue  Jays  stepped  on  the  field  for  their  14th  straight 
season  with  postseason  play,  they  were  all  business.  Three  times 
during  the  regular  season,  E-town  came  agonizingly  close  to  taking 
down  conference  power  Alvemia.  Each  time  the  Blue  Jays  left 
with  a 5-4  defeat.  That  changed  in  the  playoffs.  Strong  pitching 
and  timely  hitting  helped  the  Jays  eliminate  the  Crusaders — at 
the  time  ranked  eighth  in  the  country — from  the  tournament. 
E-town  advanced  all  the  way  to  the  championship  before  falling 
to  Messiah. 

Junior  Steve  Motika  ’12  was  unquestionably  the  team’s  best 
hitter  throughout  the  2011  campaign,  and  ranked  among  the 
best  batsmen  in  the  Commonwealth  Conference.  Motika  hit  .409, 

collecting  team-highs  of  56  hits 
and  29  runs  batted  in.  Dillon 
Tagle  T3  was  a source  of 
additional  pop  at  the  plate.  The 
sophomore  catcher  finished  with 
a .342  batting  average  and  a 
team-best  17  doubles. 

On  the  mound  E-town  had 
a number  of  reliable  starters, 
including  Rob  Cressman  T3, 
Wayne  Leonard  ’ 1 1 and  Matt 
Ruth  ’13.  Ruth  was  3-2  with 
a 1.89  earned  run  average  in 
10  appearances.  He  struck 
out  3 1 and  opposing  hitters 
managed  to  hit  just  .232  against 
him.  Cressman  and  Leonard 
shared  the  team  lead  with  five 
wins  each.  In  late  inning  situations,  Todd  Leister  ’ 1 2 was  the 
go-to  guy.  Leister  led  the  team  with  five  saves,  the  third  most  in 
a single-season  in  school  history.  Elizabethtown  finished  the  year 
19-19  overall  and  was  10-8  within  the  conference. 


Junior  Steve  Motika  hit  over  .400 
for  the  year  as  the  baseball  team 
advanced  all  the  way  to  the 
conference  championship  game. 


Golf 

Senior  leadership  and  past  championship  experience  proved 
vital  to  Elizabethtown’s  third  Commonwealth  Conference  title 
in  the  last  four  years.  Under  2007  alum  and  first-year  head 
coach  Bob  Pyrz  the  Blue  Jays  pulled  away  on  the  final  day  of  the 
Commonwealth  Conference  Championships  in  Hershey  to  claim 
the  program’s  third  league  title,  taking  a guaranteed  spot  in  the 
NCAA  Division  III  Championships  in  the  process. 


Sports  Recap 


The  golf  team  used  a strong  second  day  score  to  secure  its  third 
conference  championship  in  the  last  four  years. 


Geoff  Quinque  ’ll  and  Nick  Iacono  ’ll  paced  the  team  all 
season  long.  Both  seniors  averaged  77.9  strokes  per  round.  Fellow 
senior  Dan  Senkler  ’ll  also  had  an  average  round  in  the  70s  in 
2011  with  a 78.5  stroke  average. 

The  trio  made  the  All-Commonwealth  Conference  First  Team 
with  top-five  finishes  at  the  conference  championships.  There, 
Senkler  was  second,  Iacono  third  and  Quinque  fourth.  E-town 
defeated  Messiah  by  nine  strokes  breaking  the  deadlock  between 
the  teams  after  the  first  day  of  competition.  The  Blue  Jays  traveled 
to  Greensboro,  N.C.,  for  nationals,  tying  for  35th  in  the  tournament. 
Quinque  shot  a two-over  par  74  during  his  second  round  to  wind 
up  84th  in  the  overall  standings,  the  best  of  any  Blue  Jay. 

Elizabethtown  featured  three  individual  medalists  over 
the  course  of  the  regular  season.  Senkler  won  the  Immaculata 
Invitational;  Quinque  won  the  two-day  Glenmaura  National 
Collegiate;  and  Iacono  registered  the  low  score  in  the 
Swarthmore  Tri-Meet. 

Men's  Lacrosse 

The  Blue  Jays  sneaked  into 
the  MAC  Tournament  as  the 
No.  6 seed,  a season  removed 
from  losing  an  All-American 
attack  and  numerous  other 
seniors.  Terry  Corcoran’s  team 
grew  up  over  the  course  of  the 
season,  and  when  the  playoffs 
rolled  around,  the  Blue  Jays 
were  ready.  E-town  traveled 
to  Eastern  University  for  a 
quarterfinal  game  against  the 
Eagles.  Having  fallen  to  the 
same  team,  on  the  same  field, 
earlier  in  the  year,  E-town 
responded  with  a 13-10  upset 
of  the  No.  3 seed,  to  advance 
to  the  semifinals. 


Junior  Shawn  Corcoran  and  the 
men's  lacrosse  team  won  nine 
games,  including  an  upset  of  No.  3 
seed  Eastern,  in  the  MAC  Playoffs. 
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The  Blue  Jays  almost  pulled  out  another  upset,  going 
back-and-forth  with  top-seeded  Widener  for  55  minutes  in 
the  semifinal  round  before  falling  8-6.  Six  players  earned 
All-MAC  recognition,  including  first  team  selections  Brendan 
Corcoran  ’12,  Greg  Kenneally  ’1 1 and  Mike  Kenneally  ’ll. 
Shawn  Corcoran  ’12,  Casey  Decker  ’14  and  Dustin  Mulcahey  ’ll 
were  named  to  the  All-MAC  Second  Team. 

As  to  be  expected  with  a young  squad,  there  were  hills  and 
valleys  to  navigate  this  past  spring.  The  Blue  Jays  scored  10  goals 
or  more  nine  times  in  16  games,  and  put  together  a season-long 
three-game  winning  streak  from  March  30  to  April  6.  They  also 
experienced  some  heartbreaking  defeats  against  some  of  the 
MAC’s  top  teams,  including  an  11-10  loss  to  Messiah  in 
overtime  and  a 7-6  loss  to  Lycoming  in  double  overtime. 

E-town  finished  9-7  overall  and  6-5  in  the  MAC.  First- 
year  attack  Derek  Kline  T4,  led  the  squad  with  34  goals. 

Shawn  Corcoran  had  29  and  Cory  Boushell  ’13  netted  25. 

Greg  Kenneally  finished  his  career  as  the  seventh  leading 
point-scorer  in  program  history,  while  his  brother,  Mike,  is 
third  on  the  school’s  career  ground  balls  list  with  229. 

Women's  Lacrosse 

Elizabethtown  closed  its  201 1 season  with  16  wins  and  a spot 
in  the  national  rankings  for  the  second  straight  year.  The  Blue 
Jays,  ranked  17th  in  the  IWLCA  Division  III  Poll,  rode  Middle 
Atlantic  Conference  Player  of  the  Year  and  senior  captain 
Sarah  Cullinan  ’ll  to  a fourth  straight  appearance  in  the 
conference  championship  game. 

Though  E-town  could  not  solve  Messiah  in  the  title  game, 
the  Blue  Jays  finished  with  their  fifth  consecutive  season  of 
10  wins  or  more  under  head  coach  Mike  Faith.  Cullinan, 

Alexis  Morris  T3  and  Kara  Solesky  T4  all  were  named  to  the 
All-MAC  First  Team  at  their  respective  positions.  Three  other 
players,  Lindsey  Miller  T4,  Bari  Rosenstein  T4  and  Katie 
Scheurich  ’12,  earned  second  team  spots.  Sophomore  Becky 
Porter  ’14,  a 45-goal  scorer,  was  an  All-MAC  Honorable 
Mention  pick. 

Additionally,  Morris 
and  Solesky  were  chosen 
to  IWLCA  All-Metro 
Region  teams.  The  Blue 
Jays  finished  the  season 
with  a 16-4  overall 
record  and  won  1 1 of 
their  12  conference 
games.  Sarah  Cullinan 
was  named  IWLCA  First 
Team  All-American. 
She’s  the  first  player  in 
program  history  to  earn 
a spot  on  the  first  team 
and  the  third  player  in 
the  last  three  years  to 
be  named  to  one  of  the 
IWLCA  All-America 
teams.  Cullinan,  who 
Faith  called  one  of  the 


best  all-around  players  he’s  ever  coached,  left  many  marks  on 
the  program.  She  ended  her  career  fifth  in  points  (224),  fifth 
in  goals  (133),  second  in  assists  (91),  first  in  ground  balls  (192) 
and  first  in  caused  turnovers  (161). 

Softball 

Consistency  from  sophomore 
catcher  Courtney  Comstock  ’13 
and  the  power-infused  swing 
of  Elly  McCarthy  ’13  were 
two  factors  in  the  Blue  Jays 
finishing  a game  over  .500 
at  19-18  this  season.  Both 
players  were  All-Common- 
wealth Conference  First 
Team  choices  and  appeared 
on  NFCA  All-East  Region 
teams.  Comstock  hit  .328  from 
the  leadoff  spot  and  scored  a 
team-high  41  runs.  She  had  11 
extra-base  hits  over  the  course 
of  the  season  and  walked  23 
times.  McCarthy,  in  just  her 
second  year  wearing  blue  and 
gray,  already  stands  tied  for  the 
program’s  career  home  run  record  with  15.  Career  home  run 
number  1 5 came  during  a win  over  Albright  on  the  final  day  of 
the  regular  season. 

E-town  used  only  two  pitchers  for  the  third  straight  season. 
Both  2011  pitchers,  Julie  Sebastian  ’12  and  Emily  Vogel  T3, 
were  the  only  players  to  take  the  rubber  for  the  Blue  Jays  for  the 
second  year  in  a row.  Sebastian  struck  out  84  while  throwing 
18  complete  games  during  an  11 -win  season.  She  registered  a 
2.43  earned  run  average  over  149.2  innings  pitched.  Vogel  won 
eight  games.  The  Blue  Jays  finished  6-8  in  the  Commonwealth 
Conference,  just  shy  of  their  second  straight  playoff  berth. 

Men's  Tennis 

Elizabethtown,  which  took  the  Commonwealth  Conference 
title  for  the  second  time  in  school  history  this  spring,  made 
its  first  trip  to  the  NCAA  Division  III  Tournament  in  the 
program’s  65 -year  history.  The  Blue  Jays  fell  to  Grove  City, 

5-3,  in  the  first  round,  finishing  the  year  13-6. 

Junior  Manrique  Arrea  ’12,  the  Commonwealth 
Conference’s  Player  of  the  Year  and  Tournament  MVP,  compiled 
a 14-5  singles  record  on  the  season.  Arrea,  the  team’s  No.  1 
singles  player,  ranks  second  on  the  school’s  all-time  singles  wins 
list  with  46  (46-16).  He’s  registered  the  fourth  most  combined 
(single  and  doubles)  victories  in  a career  after  just  three  seasons 
with  83.  Sophomore’s  Billy  Freitag  ’13  and  Eric  Fritzges  ’13  also 
contributed  greatly  to  E-town’s  84-60  singles  record  in  2011. 
Their  joint  efforts  culminated  in  26  victories  and  both  were 
named  to  the  All-Commonwealth  Conference  Second  Team. 

Sophomore  Paul  Whitman  ’13  captured  a team-high 
17  singles  wins  for  the  Blue  Jays  this  season,  playing  primarily  at 
No.  4.  Whitman’s  youth  is  exemplary  of  the  Elizabethtown’s  11 -man 
roster,  which  featured  just  one  senior  and  nine  underclassmen. 


Among  the  career  leaders  in  many 
statistical  categories,  senior  Sarah 
Cullinan  was  named  IWLCA  First  Team 
All-American  this  season.  She  is  the 
first  player  in  program  history  to  earn 
that  high  of  an  honor. 


Sophomore  catcher  Courtney 
Comstock  played  every  single 
inning  this  season  as  the  Blue 
Jays  won  1 9 games. 
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The  Blue  Jays  excelled  in  doubles  play,  as  well.  Backed  by 
a 17-4  record  from  Bryan  Metz  ’ll  and  Whitman,  and  an  1 1-6 
mark  from  Arrea  and  Josh  Riehl  T3,  E-town  won  more  than 
71  percent  of  its  77  contested  doubles  matches  this  past  season. 
Arrea  and  Riehl  were  All-Commonwealth  Conference  First 
Team  picks,  while  Dylan  Haefner  T4  was  named  conference 
Rookie  of  the  Year  and  Matt  Helsel  ’07  took  home  Coach  of 
the  Year  honors. 


the  Jays  also  was  on  that  list.  Coupled  with  the  efforts  of 
its  remaining  singles  lineup  of  Alena  Marani  ’13,  Allison 
Burkhardt  T3  and  Kelly  Fisher  T 1,  Elizabethtown  built  up  an 
overall  singles  record  of  77-47  in  2010-201 1. 

Marani,  E-town’s  No.  2 singles  player,  had  a strong  showing 
in  the  conference  tournament,  where  she  claimed  most  valuable 
player  honors. 

Head  coach  Matt  Helsel’s  group  was  41  — 25  in  doubles 
play  during  the  2010-2011  season.  The  Jays  registered  exactly 
the  same  .621  winning  percentage  in  singles  and  doubles 
competition.  Fisher  and  court  mate  Ashley  Babula  T4  teamed 
together  to  gamer  a program  best  9-2  record,  but  Noecker  and 
Pipkin  were  close  behind  at  8-3.  E-town  entered  the  NCAA 
Tournament  with  13  wins  in  its  last  15  doubles  sets.

Women's  Tennis 

The  Blue  Jay  women  won  their  second  straight  Commonwealth 
Conference  Championship  and  made  their  third  trip  to  the 
NCAA  Division  III  Tournament  in  program  history,  before 
being  defeated  by  nationally-ranked  Carnegie  Mellon  to  put 
the  wraps  on  a 12-6  season. 

Led  by  Sarah  Poulle  T2,  with  a 15-2  singles  record,  E-town 
won  nine  of  its  last  1 1 matches,  including  the  league  title 
match  against  Lebanon  Valley  on  April  30.  Three  singles  players 
recorded  14  wins  or  more,  a group  that  included  No.  1,  Madison 
Pipkin  T3  (14-8).  Kristi  Noecker  T3,  a regular  at  No.  4 for 


Men's  Outdoor  Track  and  Field 

First-year  runner  Matt 
Rever  ’14  qualified  for  the 
NCAA  Division  III  Outdoor 
Championships  in  the  800 
meters  and  the  Blue  Jays 
completed  a strong  season  with 
25  All-MAC  perfonnances 
and  a third  place  finish  at  the 
conference  championships. 
Chris  Heisey  ’1 1 won  the 
10,000  meters  on  the  opening 
day  of  the  conference  meet  and 
the  4x800  meter  team  of  Jake 
Blanton  ’13,  Ian  Hamilton  T4, 
Russell  Speiden  ’12  and  Rever 
also  earned  gold. 

Heisey  and  Speiden 
continued  to  run  well  into  the 
final  day  of  the  meet.  Heisey  won  the  5,000  meters,  while 
Speiden,  an  All-American  during  the  indoor  season  in  the 
mile,  was  victorious  in  the  1,500  meters. 

Off  the  track,  the  Blue  Jays  had  two 
conference  champions.  Kevin  Brady  ’14  set 
a new  career-best  mark  and  the  fourth  best 
in  program  history  when  he  cleared  14' -3 1/4" 
in  the  pole  vault  to  win  the  event.  Trevin 
Fauntleroy  T4  claimed  gold  in  the  triple  jump 
by  besting  1 5 competitors  with  a best  mark 
of  44' -5 1/2". 


Freshman  Matt  Rever  competed 
in  the  800m  at  the  201 1 NCAA 
Division  III  Outdoor  Track  and 
Field  Championships.  Rever 
finished  12th.

Women's  Track  and  Field 

The  Blue  Jays  took  second  place  at  the  2011 
MAC  Outdoor  Championships,  marking  the 
third  consecutive  season  in  which  they’ve  done 
so.  E-town  claimed  five  gold  medals  and 
23  all-conference  efforts  in  the  three-day  meet 
held  at  Messiah  College. 

Senior  Kristen  O’Brien  ’12  won  the  10,000 
meters  on  the  meet’s  opening  day  and  Allie 
Gold  T2  followed  with  a victory  in  the 
heptathlon  on  day  two.  On  Saturday,  the 
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Freshman  Traci  Tempone  was  one 
of  two  Blue  Jay  women  to  qualify 
for  nationals  in  the  10,000m.

STITCHING  TOGETHER  MEMORIES 


Betty  Long  brought  a paint  sample  to  one  of  the  first  design  meetings  she  had  with  Tana  Parrett  ’69. 
Parrett  was  creating  a quilt  that  nine  months  later  would  match  the  sample’s  “Blue  Lake”  hue  and 
incorporate  a suggestion  of  waves  to  represent  moving  water  on  Maine’s  Penobscot  Bay  outside  the 
home  of  Elizabethtown  College  President  Theodore  Long  and  wife  Betty. 

“Betty  knows  color  and  has  a definite  sense  of  design,” 
said  Parrett,  who  suggested  a custom-designed  quilt  as  a 
remembrance  gift  from  the  College’s  Senior  Staff.  Parrett 
previously  worked  with  Betty  on  quilt-related  endeavors, 
including  the  College’s  centennial  quilt  in  1999. 

A 40-year  quilting  veteran,  Parrett  was  commissioned 
to  create  the  gift  to  fit  the  Longs’  personalities.  The 
wave-and-water  design  of  the  1 15-inch-by-  105-inch 
“Reflections”  quilt,  with  subliminal  hints  of  sailboats, 
includes  traditional  concepts  while  blending  modem  color 
palettes  from  Ted’s  favorite  blues  and  Betty’s  preference 
of  reds,  plus  brown  and  gold  from  a favorite  oil  painting 
by  Pennsylvania  artist  Ned  Wert.  Ted  and  Betty  Long 
accepted  the  gift  at  a presentation  celebration  in  May. 
Parrett  not  only  enjoys  color,  but  also  the  design  challenge  of  quilting.  While  piecing  the  quilt, 
she  looks  backward  through  binoculars  to  achieve  greater  design  depth.  “There’s  part  of  my  brain  that 
still  enjoys  a math  challenge,”  said  the  retired  Elizabethtown  College  director  of  business  operations.

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In  January  2010,  Mona  Lou  Teeter  ’65  was  in  a Florida 
hospital  just  minutes  away  from  quadruple  bypass 
surgery  when  she  learned  about  the  earthquake  that 
ravaged  Haiti,  her  adopted  home.  “I  was  on  my  way  into 
the  operating  room  at  8 a.m.,  and  I looked  up  and  saw 
the  news  on  TV,”  she  recalls.  “I  said,  ‘Hold  on.  I just 
want  to  see  one  minute  of  this.’  The  attendant  who  was 
with  me  told  me  that  I was  supposed  to  be  asleep,  not 
watching  the  news.” 

Sleep,  though,  was  the  farthest  thing  from  Teeter’s 
mind  as  the  images  of  Haiti’s  capital,  Port-au-Prince, 
scrolled  across  the  screen.  A catastrophic  magnitude-7.0 
earthquake,  with  an  epicenter  near  Leogane,  had  rocked 
the  small  country,  leaving  death,  injury  and  homelessness 
in  its  wake.  The  natural  disaster  had  transformed  more 
than  a quarter  of  a million  residences  and  tens  of 
thousands  of  commercial  buildings— including  Teeter’s 
home  and  a significant  portion  of  the  school  she 
founded — into  rubble. 

Finding  ik  HoHn« 

Thirty-five  years  ago,  chaos  of  a different  kind  greeted 
Teeter  as  she  stepped  onto  Haitian  soil  for  the  first  time. 
Her  journey  to  the  Caribbean  country  started  the  day 
after  a 45-minute  conversation  with  Merle  Crouse  of  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren.  Teeter — a young  music  teacher 
from  a suburban  Philadelphia  school — had  hoped  to 
spend  her  sabbatical  in  Nigeria,  but  was  unable  to  get  a 
visa  in  time.  Crouse  offered  an  alternative  experience 
teaching  “street”  children  in  Haiti.  “I  had  no  idea  where 
Haiti  was.  It  was  like  an  adventure  at  that  point,”  reflects 
Teeter.  “I  got  to  Haiti,  and  my  goodness!  When  I came 
out  of  that  airport  it  was  just  a mass  of  people.” 

Teeter  waded  through  the  crowd,  looking  for  her 
employer,  a Church  of  the  Brethren  pastor  she  had  only 
seen  in  a picture.  After  finding  him,  she  gathered  her 
luggage  and  traveled  to  the  church  school  in  which  she 
would  be  living  and  teaching. 

Teeter  recalls  her  memorable  first  evening.  “That 
night,  I was  so  hot.  I went  to  bed  in  a room  that  only  had 
apertures  for  windows — no  glass,  no  screens,  no  noth- 
ing,” she  remembers.  “Finally,  I was  able  to  get  to  sleep, 
only  to  be  awakened  early  the  next  morning  by  three  or 
four  chickens  roosting  on  the  sill  and  a goat  with  his  head 
in  the  window.  Fortunately,  I was  able  to  see  the  humor 
in  the  situation.” 

Over  the  next  several  months,  the  determined  Teeter 
earned  the  grudging  respect  of  the  austere  pastor  and  his 
wife  and  the  adoration  of  the  young  students  whom  she 
taught.  As  the  first  volunteer  to  complete  almost  a year 
of  service  in  the  challenging  living  conditions,  Teeter 
attracted  the  attention  of  her  Church  of  the  Brethren 
sponsors.  And  with  the  strong  support  of  the  pastoral  pair 
with  whom  she  had  been  working,  the  church  offered  to 
pay  Teeter  a salary  and  benefits,  commensurate  with  that 
which  she  received  in  the  United  States,  to  continue  her 


work  in  Haiti.  With  only  a moment’s  hesitation,  Teeter 
accepted  the  position  that  began  her  lifetime  commitment 
to  the  country  and  its  children. 

Bui  Id  b,  F\h\i|y 

After  teaching  street  children  for  several  years,  she 
accepted  a post  at  the  nearby  diplomatic  school,  where 
she  worked  for  a decade,  instructing  the  children  of 
embassy  staffers  and  other  wealthy  clientele.  Then, 
during  a brief  return  trip  to  the  United  States,  she  was 
approached  with  the  idea  for  a venture.  “The  [diplomatic] 
school  got  in  touch  with  me  and  said,  ‘We  need  a school 
for  the  emerging  middle  class,  an  American  school, 
and  we’ll  help  you  if  you  start  it,”  she  explains.  The 
idea  appealed  to  Teeter  and,  together  with  two  Haitian 
partners,  she  founded  the  New  American  School  in 
September  1991. 

The  school,  which  began  with  an  enrollment  of  49 
students  in  pre-kindergarten  through  12th  grades,  has 
been  wildly  successful.  “At  the  end  of  the  first  year,  we 
had  284  students,”  Teeter  recalls.  “We  were  bulging  at  the 
seams.”  The  partners  purchased  a stately,  historic  building 
in  Port-au-Prince  in  which  they  planted  their  roots. 
Quickly,  the  New  American  School  outgrew  this  space, 
and  Teeter  and  her  partners  added  a new  pre-constructed 
building  to  the  property. 

In  this  new  educational  home,  Teeter  built  a family 
of  colleagues  and  students,  and  together  they  created 
the  kinds  of  miracles  only  possible  through  the  gift 
of  education.  About  a dozen  years  ago,  her  heart  was 
touched  by  a 4-year-old  Haitian  boy  named  Shelby  whom 
she  legally  adopted  and  raised  as  her  own.  The  school 
prospered,  and  almost  20  classes  of  students  have  graduated 
from  the  buildings  the  partners  purchased.  The  New 
American  School  sent  these  young  graduates  out  into 
the  world  with  the  motto  “Educate  for  Service”  in 
their  hearts — a motto  Teeter  borrowed  from  her  own 
alma  mater. 

A Sad  Tvrt\  of  F*t« 

Then  in  January  2010,  the  earth  shook,  and,  as  the 
ground  rumbled  beneath  it,  the  older  of  the  two  buildings 
succumbed  to  the  destructive  forces  of  one  of  history’s 
most  deadly  earthquakes. 

At  the  time  of  the  great  earthquake,  Teeter  was 
dealing  with  an  upheaval  of  a similar  magnitude  in  her 
own  life. 

Three  years  prior,  she  was  forced  to  return  to  the 
United  States  because  of  stroke.  Always  intent  on  returning, 
Teeter  had  been  focusing  on  improving  her  health  for 
a renewed  life  in  Haiti.  Then,  a mild  heart  attack  drew 
attention  to  a previously  undiagnosed  medical  condition, 
which  necessitated  a January  2010  quadruple  bypass. 

A blessing  in  disguise,  the  heart  attack  likely  saved 
her  and  Shelby’s  lives.  “There  is  always  something  to  be 
thankful  for.  Had  I been  in  Haiti,  I would  not  be  here 
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Remnants  of  Mona  Lou  Teeter's  apartment  building. 


today,”  Teeter  explains.  “We  lived  on  the  first  floor  of  a five- 
story  building.  And  that  building  all  came  down  on  top  of  my 
apartment.”  Today,  under  the  rubble,  are  all  of  Teeter’s  modest 
belongings — “lots  and  lots  of  photos,  slides,  a spinet  piano  and 
furniture  are  now  memories,  along  with  a collection  of  Haitian 
paintings,  mahogany  dishes  and  books.”  And,  her  1992  Ford 
Explorer  still  is  in  the  underground  garage,  buried  beneath  the 
apartment  building. 

As  the  earthquake  was  claiming  tens  of  thousands  of  lives 
throughout  Haiti,  Teeter  says  the  New  American  School’s 
faculty  and  students  were  spared.  “By  the  grace  of  God,  we  did 
not  lose  any  people  in  the  earthquake.  This  is  truly  remarkable, 
given  that  it  took  eight  hours  of  digging  to  unearth  one  of  our 
teachers  from  the  rubble,”  says  Teeter,  gratefully.  “It  is  an  entirely 
different  situation  with  material  things,  though.  We  lost  our 
elementary  building,  the  middle  school,  the  library,  the  computer 
suite  and  the  administrative  office  with  all  our  records  for  the 
past  18  years.” 

Despite  the  destruction  of  their  own  facilities,  Teeter’s 
colleagues  sought  to  offer  aid  to  other  victims  in  the  aftermath

Reflections  on 

Serving  in  Haiti 

In  the  18  months  since  the  earthquake,  many  Elizabethtown 
alumni  have  joined  the  thousands  of  volunteers  who  are 
making  a difference  for  the  Haitian  people. 

In  September  2010,  Nikki  Barber  ’02  participated  in 
a mission  trip  sponsored  by  the  Haiti  Partnership  under 
supervision  of  the  United  Methodist  Church.  Originally 
scheduled  to  travel  to  the  country  in  March  2010,  her  trip 
was  canceled  because  of  the  January  2010  earthquake. 

Six  months  later,  she  made  the  journey  and  witnessed  the 
devastation  wrought  by  the  natural  disaster  and  saw  the 
poverty  in  which  people  in  remote  villages  routinely  live. 
Read  her  account,  below,  of  the  experience. 

Barber  is  community  relations  director  for  the  Greater

We  arrived  in  Port-au-Prince  and,  instantly,  the 

1 00-degree  heat  smacked  me  in  the  face.  The  city 
was  congested,  not  only  with  traffic  and  people,  but  with 
animals,  piles  of  rubble,  garbage,  vendors,  crumbled 
buildings  and  abandoned  vehicles. 

After  a six-hour  journey,  we  reached  Hermitage,  a 
very  small  remote  village  containing  only  four  buildings — a 
church,  school,  parish  house  and  school  kitchen — all 
built  by  the  Haiti  Partnership.  Most  homes  resemble  small 
huts  constructed  with  sheets  of  tin,  rough-cut  lumber  and 
thatched  roofs.  The  villagers  are  very  poor.  Most  are  bare- 
foot, eat  only  once  a day  and  do  not  have  jobs.  Farming 
is  prevalent,  whether  it’s  corn,  cattle,  wheat,  fresh  fruit, 
almonds,  peanuts  or  vegetables.  There  is  no  electricity  or 
running  water.  The  closest  water  source  is  about  a half  mile 
away.  However,  these  villagers  are  the  most  humble,  happy 
and  appreciative  people  I have  ever  met  in  my  life.  They  are 
thankful  for  what  God  has  given  them. 

We  spent  the  next  eight  days  enhancing  and  expanding 
the  school.  We  shoveled  and  sifted  sand,  carried  buckets, 
poured  concrete  and  painted.  I am  positive  the  work  we 
did  will  greatly  impact  the  children’s  education.  We  also  - 
distributed  clothes,  shoes,  food,  basic  medicine,  300 
hygiene  kits  and  50  birthing  kits  throughout  the  village. 

This  opportunity  was  the  best  and  worst  experience  I 
have  yet  to  encounter  in  my  life.  How  could  such  a beautiful, 
tropical  island  be  full  of  poverty  and  despair?  At  times, 

I was  physically  and  emotionally  overwhelmed.  The 
mosquitoes  were  awful.  I slept  horribly  because  the  goats, 
roosters,  frogs  and  donkeys  made  noise  all  night  long. 

At  times  the  heat  was  unbearable.  I was  dirty  and  sweaty 
about  90  percent  of  the  time,  but  I know  my  efforts  have 
helped  the  village  and  its  people.  I saw  it  firsthand. 

One  day  I will  travel  back  to  Haiti,  without  a doubt. 

I loved  this  experience  and  feel  honored  to  have 
accomplished  such  a great  task.  Not  only  did  it  make 
me  a better  person,  but  it  truly  opened  my  eyes.

From  Haiti  to  Elizabethtown 

Research  Provides  Clues 


This  summer  in  Haiti,  Associate  Professor  of  Occupational 
Therapy  Tamera  Humbert  is  continuing  her  decade-long 
commitment  to  supporting  women  with  disabilities.  Through 
her  work,  she  not  only  is  aiding  those  in  need,  but  is  also 
offering  insights  about  the  healing  processes  women  around 
the  world  rely  upon  to  overcome  violence. 

Humbert’s  connection  with  Haiti  began  in  2000  during  an 
international  conference.  “During  that  trip,  I met  June  Hanks, 
associate  professor  of  physical  therapy  at  the  University  of 
Tennessee  at  Chattanooga,  who  established  The  Bernice 
Johnson  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Program,”  she  explains. 
Through  the  program,  women  with  disabilities  learn  handicrafts, 
like  crocheting,  and  then  sell  the  products  they  create.  Although 
the  program  provides  skills  through  which  the  participants  can 
earn  an  income,  Hanks  observed  that  it  also  is  benefiting  the 
women  more  broadly.  She  tapped  into  Humbert’s  expertise  in 
occupational  therapy  and  qualitative  research  to  help  under- 
stand the  program’s  influence. 

Humbert’s  initial  research  indicated  the  program  was 
having  a “pretty  impressive”  effect  on  the  women’s  lives.  “During 
that  trip  I told  June  that  I was  interested  in  following  some  of 
the  women,  longitudinally,  because  I wanted  to  understand  this 
program’s  impact  on  their  lives  over  a period  of  time,”  explains 
Humbert.  “So  I made  a commitment  to  come  back  at  least 
several  more  years  to  continue  to  follow  them.” 

Since  that  first  summer,  Humbert  has  returned  at  least 
annually  to  Haiti  to  meet  with  the  women — talk  about  their 
successes  and  their  challenges  and  provide  occupational 
therapy  consultation  services  at  various  rehabilitation  clinics 
and  an  orphanage  in  the  country.  When  Hanks  enrolled  a new 
group  in  the  program,  Humbert  assisted  with  the  evaluation 
process  to  ensure  that  the  team  selected  women  who  would 
most  benefit  from  the  program.  “I,  then,  followed  these  women 
for  a year  before  they  entered  the  program  and  then  four  years 
after  the  program,”  explains  Humbert.

to  Overcoming  Violence 

When  this  cohort  of  women  “graduated”  from  the  program 
in  June  2010,  the  E-town  professor  extensively  interviewed 
them  about  living  with  disabilities  in  Haiti  and  their  experiences 
with  social  violence.  The  results  of  this  research  are  informing 
Humbert’s  international  investigation  of  women  overcoming 
violence.  “The  biggest  thing  I’m  finding  in  places  around  the 
world— Rwanda,  Kenya  and  even  here  in  Lancaster — is  that 
women  are  healing  women,”  she  reflects.  “Women  without 
degrees  and  without  educational  backgrounds  ...  women  who  are 
intuitive  and  compassionate  ...  are  helping  other  women  heal.” 

Humbert  has  shared  the  results  of  her  findings  at  national  and 
international  conferences  and  in  international  journals.  She  also 
has  incorporated  her  research  experience  in  the  graduate  elective, 
“Occupational  Therapy:  Practice  and  Research  in  International 
Context,”  which  she  taught  at  Elizabethtown  in  fall  201 0. 


Elizabethtown  College's  Student  Occupational  Therapy  Organization 
(SOTA)  collected  T-shirts  for  Haiti  residents.  More  than  100  T-shirts 
were  distributed  to  people  in  need.  Others  were  fashioned  into  tribute 
banners  featuring  messages  of  hope  and  encouragement  and  hung  in 
various  facilities  throughout  Haiti.

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of  the  earthquake.  “We  provided  one  hot  meal  a day  and  allowed 
the  homeless  victims  to  sleep  safely  in  our  yard,”  she  says. 

Rebuilding 

Over  the  past  years,  as  thousands  of  volunteers  worldwide  have 
sought  to  restore  a new  sense  of  normal  to  the  Haitian  people, 
Teeter  has  worked  to  do  the  same  for  her  school  and  its  students 
both  from  her  residence  in  Florida  and  on  her  four  return  trips 
to  the  country.  Now,  one  year  later,  a mixed  level  of  progress  has 
been  made. 

The  New  American  School,  like  the  two  other  American 
schools,  is  operating,  and  efforts  are  being  undertaken  to  restore 
the  facility  to  full  capacity.  The  same,  however,  cannot  be  said 
for  the'French-speaking  schools.  “I  heard  that  very  few  of  them 
are  functioning.  So  this  is  making  it  hard  in  the  country,”  reports 
Teeter.  “There’s  a void.” 

With  much  recovery  and  restoration  work  yet  to  be  done, 
Teeter  credits  volunteers  with  the  progress  that  is  being  made. 


“The  work  that  is  being  done  in  Haiti  right  now  is  being  done  by 
missionaries  and  other  volunteer  groups,”  she  says.  “1  would  say 
the  volunteers  are  very  definitely  making  a difference.” 

While  the  country  has  moved  forward,  nature  has  thrown 
hurdles  in  its  way.  A cholera  outbreak  and  widespread  flooding 
caused  by  Hurricane  Tomas  took  their  toll,  hut  still  the  Haitian 
people  persevere.  “You  look  at  the  situation  and  you  think, 
‘What  have  these  people  done  to  deserve  this?’  As  soon  as  one 
thing  gets  taken  care  of,  then  there’s  another.  And  yet  they 
rebound,”  Teeter  reflects. 

In  many  ways,  Teeter  is  as  resilient  as  her  adopted  Haitian 
sisters  and  brothers.  And  today,  as  she  prepares  for  a seven-week 
return  trip  to  Haiti  this  summer  to  continue  her  work  at  the  New 
American  School,  she’s  feeling  stronger — both  in  health  and  in 
spirit — and  even  more  determined  to  ensure  that  her  legacy  of 
education  continues.

Brubaker  Farms 

Named  2011  Innovative 
Dairy  Farmer  of  the  Year

Twice  a week,  a specially  retrofitted  vehicle, 
carrying  organic  waste  and  waste  water  from 
Elizabethtown  College's  dining  facilities,  travels 
the  short  distance  from  campus  to  the  Brubaker's 
scenic  dairy  farm,  located  in  Mount  Joy,  Pa. 
instead  of  marking  the  waste  materials'  final 
journey,  this  trip  actually  is  the  first  step  in  its 
reincarnation  as  electricity. 


1 11  2000,  Mike  Brubaker — the  husband  of 
Elizabethtown  College  Class  of  1991  alumna  Lisa  Sauder 
Brubaker— and  two  additional  co-owners  of  Brubaker  Farms 
began  a partnership  with  Elizabethtown  College  on  an 
innovative  waste-to-energy  project,  which  not  only  is  helping 
the  environment  but  also  is  offering  financial  benefits  to 
the  partners. 

This  project  is  one  of  the  many  novel  initiatives  that 
earned  Brubaker  Farms  the  title  of  201 1 Innovative  Dairy 
Farmer  of  the  Year  from  International  Dairy  Foods  Association 
and  Dairy  Today  magazine. 


A Commitment  to  the  Land 

Mike  Brubaker  has  been  on  farms  all  his  life.  “I  grew  up  on 
the  farm,  working  ever  since  I could  walk,”  he  says,  hike  most 
privately  owned  farms,  everyday  responsibilities  at  Brubaker 
Farms  are  a family  affair.  Fisa  cares  for  the  calves,  and  the  kids 
help  “wherever  we  can  plug  them  in,”  Mike  says.

Being  tied  to  farming  and  the  land,  it’s  only  natural  that 
Mike  understands  the  need  for  sustainability.  “The  farmer 
typically  grows  crops  in  the  field,  which  feed  the  animals,  which 
either  make  milk  or  are  used  for  meat  production,  and  the 
waste  products  from  the  animals  go  back  on  the  field  to  fertilize 
the  next  crop,  so  that’s  sort  of  a sustainable  cycle,”  reflects 
Mike,  noting  that  he’s  always  looking  for  green  opportunities. 
“In  the  last  few  years,  I’ve  been  passionate  about  finding  more 
ways  we  can  be  sustainable  ...  or  asking,  ‘What  other  resources 
are  we  overlooking  that  can  be  tapped  here  on  the  farm?”’ 

A Bold  Eco-Friendly  First  Step 

Asking  that  question  has  led  to  several  new  practices  at 
Brubaker  Farms,  which  are  resulting  in  both  financial  savings 
and  a more  efficient  use  of  resources.  The  most  notable  of 
these  was  the  purchase  of  an  anaerobic  methane  digester  in 
early  2007. 

Anaerobic  methane  digesters  use  microorganisms  to  break 
down  biodegradable  material,  such  as  cow  manure  and  other 
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organic  wastes,  in  the 
absence  of  oxygen,  to 
release  energy.  Mike 
first  had  the  idea  of 
purchasing  a methane 
digester  six  or  seven 
years  ago.  After  doing 
research  and  touring 
other  farms  he  started 
thinking  about  how 
Brubaker  Farms  could 
apply  the  technology. 
The  $1. 2-million 
project  became  a reality 
thanks  to  a federal 
and  state  grant. 

The  technology 

behind  methane 

digesters  is  nothing  new,  explains  Mike.  “In  some  Third  World 
countries,  people  have  very  primitive  methane  digesters.  In 
tropical  climates,  people — who  live  with  no  utilities,  no 
electric — may  just  dig  a hole  in  the  ground  and  put  in  their 
cow  dung  and  food  scraps,”  he  says.  “They  seal  it,  with  only  a 
little  rubber  hose  coming  from  it.  And  they  attach  the  hose  to 
a burner,  which  they  use  for  cooking.” 


The  digester  has  been  running  continuously 
since  its  completion  in  December  2007. 


At  Brubaker  Farms,  the  biogas  produced  by  the  digester  is  used  to 
power  an  engine/generator,  which  creates  electricity. 


More  than  One  Shade  of  Green 

While  efforts  to  convert  waste  to  useable  energy  are  noble  from 
an  environmental  standpoint,  there’s  another  “green”  aspect  of 
these  projects  to  consider.  “I  look  at  sustainability  as  not  just  an 
environmental  concept,  but  an  economic  one  too,”  says  Mike. 
“To  me,  sustainability  is  when  you  can  hinge  an  environmental 
concept  with  an  economic  concept,”  he  explains.  “If  you  can 
have  the  two  work  hand  in  hand,  so  that  you  have  a win  both 
environmentally  and  economically,  you  really  have  something 
that’s  sustainable.  If  you’re  doing  something  that’s  environmen- 
tally smart  but  it  makes  no  economic  sense,  it  won’t  work  in  the 
long  haul.” 

Mike  was  able  to  marry  economics  with  eco-friendliness  in 
a recent  collaboration  with  Joe  Metro,  Elizabethtown  College’s 


director  of  facilities  management  and  construction.  Mike  and  Joe 
connected  for  the  first  time  several  years  ago  when  they  applied 
for  a grant  for  a sustainable  measure  that  would  use  the  College’s 
food  waste  in  the  methane  digester.  At  the  time,  the  grant  appli- 
cation was  declined,  but  the  two  recently  rekindled  that  dream. 

“I  was  very  familiar  and  comfortable  with  the  College  and  real- 
ized that  a lot  of  good  things  were  happening  there.  That  made 
it  easy  to  dive  into  the  initial  partnership  with  the  College  on 
this  project,”  says  Mike.  “We  thought  it  could  be  a real  win  for 
the  College  and  a good  partnership  for  our  farm.” 

Mike  says  he’s  always  open  to  further  collaborations  with 
the  College.  “I  know  Joe  and  Eric  Turzai,  director  of  dining 
services,  are  very  proactive,  and  they’re  always  looking  for  more 
ways  to  he  greener,  to  be  more  sustainable.  And  we  are,  as 
well,”  he  reflects.  “We’ll  each  turn  over  stones  looking  for  the 
next  new  idea.” 

One  Door  Opens  Others 

The  digester  has  led  to  other  sustainable  measures.  “The  digester 
kills  99  percent  of  the  pathogens  in  the  animal  waste,  so  we’re 
able  to  recycle  that  in  a way,”  he  explains.  “We  separate  the 
liquids  from  the  solids,  and  we  can  use  the  solids  as  a very  sterile 
bedding  material  for  the  cows.” 


Mike  also  has  found  ways  to  recycle  the  excessive  heat  given 
off  by  the  digester  and  the  generator  it  powers,  using  it  to  warm 
parts  of  the  farm  and  to  pasteurize  milk. 

Last  year,  the  Brubakers  installed  solar  panels  on  their 
bams,  which  generate  enough  electricity  to  power  150  houses. 
“Between  the  solar  panels  and  the  digester  we  generate  about 
70  percent  more  electricity  than  we  use,”  he  says.  “So  we’re 
selling  our  excess  to  PPL  Corp.,  and  it  goes  right  to  the  grid. 

We  joke  that  it  makes  the  lightbulbs  in  the  neighboring  homes 
glow  green,  since  it’s  renewable.” 

Making  Waves  for  Others  to  Catch 

Mike  estimates  that  currently  there  are  about  150  active 
digesters  across  the  United  States.  That  number  is  steadily 
growing  thanks,  in  part,  to  the  digester  at  Brubaker  Farms. 

“Quite  a few  farmers  I know  have  toured  our  facilities, 
over  the  past  few  years.  A few  digesters  have  been  built  after 
farmers  visited  ours  and  liked  the  idea.  So  the  wave  is  catching 
on  in  renewable  energy,”  he  says. 
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“I  think  the  whole  concept  of  looking  for  unused  resources  is  contagious,”  says 
Mike.  “Looking  for  ways  to  he  more  efficient,  we  can  better  utilize  what  we 
have,  we  can  use  less  energy  that’s  purchased  from  other  sources.  So  I think 
not  only  in  the  farming  industry,  but  in  any  industry,  the  big  universities,  the 
colleges  ...  I think  everyone’s  always  looking  for  ways  to  better  utilize  what 
they’re  working  with.”

Saving  Water,  Reducing  Waste,  Producing  Power 

First-of-its-Kind 
Sustainable  Project 
Launched  at  Elizabethtown 


The  journey  to  Brubaker  Farms  is  the  final  stage  of  a uniquely 
sustainable  project  that  is  converting  Elizabethtown  College 
trash  into  green  power. 

The  project  marries  two  eco-friendly  efforts.  For  some  time, 
Director  of  Facilities  Management  and  Construction  Joe  Metro 
and  Mount  Joy  (Pa.)  farmer  Mike  Brubaker  had  been  exploring 
the  possibility  of  using  the  College’s  organic  waste  to  create 
electricity.  Separately,  Director  of  Dining  Services  Eric  Turzai 
was  contacted  by  the  Somat  Co.  of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  in  fall  2009 
about  the  possibility  of  field-testing  a new  waste  pulping  system 
that  would  reduce  the  volume  of  organic  material  and  allow  for 
reduced  water  consumption  in  the  College’s  Marketplace  eatery. 
Through  the  combined  efforts  of  the  two  project  teams,  the 
process  became  a reality  during  the  2010-2011  academic  year. 

In  the  combined  process, 
food  waste  is  carefully  sorted  by 
the  Dining  Services  team  into 
a watery  trough,  ground  up 
by  an  industrial-grade  garbage 
disposal  system  and  then  piped  to 
the  Somat  Co.  extractor,  which 
“dewaters”  the  organic  material. 
The  solids  and  waste  water  are 
packaged  separately,  for  transport, 
twice  a week,  to  Brubaker  Farms. 
At  the  farm,  the  organic  material  and  waste  water  are  mixed 
with  cow  manure  and  fed  into  an  anaerobic  methane  digester. 


In  the  digester,  the  combined 
materials  produce  methane  gas,  which  is 
harvested  to  power  an  engine/generator 
that  creates  enough  electricity  to  power 
200  homes. 

Uniquely,  the  system  recycles 
the  water  used  during  the  Market- 
place’s pulping  process.  None  of  the 
byproducts  of  the  pulping  process, 
either  liquid  or  solid,  enter  the 
campus’  sanitary  sewer  system.  Most  of 
the  recycled  water  is  reused  as  “gray 
water,”  with  only  1,200  gallons 
being  transported  to  Brubaker  Farms 
twice  a week.  As  a result  of  this  process,  the  Marketplace  has 
reduced  its  water  consumption  by  approximately  80  percent  and 
cut  in  half  its  waste  hauling  charges. 

While  various  colleges  and  universities  across  the  nation 
have  pursued  composting  their  organic  materials  as  a means  to 
reduce  waste  and  limit  their  impact  on  the  environment,  few  are 
using  the  resulting  material  to  create  electricity,  and  none  has 
combined  these  projects  with  a system  that  reuses  water.  By 
marrying  these  sustainability  efforts,  Elizabethtown  College  and 
its  partners  are  proving  that  even  a small  college  can  take  a big 
step  toward  protecting  the  environment.

The  scientifically  curious  1993  Elizabethtown  College 
graduate  is  now  lauded  as  a pioneer  in  platelet-rich  plasma 
(PRP)  injection  therapy,  attracting  international  attention  and 
a celebrity  roster  of  patients  looking  to  enhance  their  body’s 
own  healing  capacity. 

Dr.  Karli’s  research  into  regenerative  medicine  was  fueled 
by  a passion  for  non-surgical  orthopedic  therapies,  especially  for 
tissues  like  tendons  and  ligaments  that  don’t  normally  heal  well 
on  their  own.  “The  traditional  way  to  treat  injuries  was  to  use 
anti-inflammatory  drugs — technology  we  developed  during  World 
War  II,”  he  says.  Frustrated  with  little  advances  and  “inadequate 
tools”  since  the  development  of  anti-inflammatories,  more  than 
60  years  ago,  Dr.  Karli  wanted  to  reframe  how  physicians  thought 
about  treating  soft  tissue  injuries. 

“We  know  the  body  does  a remarkable  job  of  sustaining  itself, 
a better  job  than  we  can  do  with  conventional  treatments,”  he 
said.  “I  was  thinking  about  augmenting  and  supporting  the  body’s 
attempt  to  heal  itself.  I wanted  to  develop  ways  to  convert  bad 
tissue  into  good  tissue,  involving  minimally  invasive  techniques. 

I wanted  to  take  a different  path.” 

In  response,  Dr.  Karli  aimed  to  figure  out  how  to  best 
facilitate  the  body’s  own  healing  capability.  A visit  to  Germany 
introduced  him  to  the  unorthodox  Dr.  Hans  Wilhelm  Muller- 
Wohlfahrt,  a celebrated  world  leader  in  the  treatment  of  sports 
injuries  with  patients  as  diverse  as  star  football  players  to  Olympic 
runners  to  musicians  such  as  U2’s  Bono  and  Luciano  Pavarotti. 

“Dr.  Muller- Wohlfahrt  was  thinking  about  these  concepts  for 
years — the  idea  of  not  blocking  the  body’s  ability  to  repair  itself, 
but  rather  to  support  it,”  says  Dr.  Karli.  “It’s  a simple  concept  that 
sounds  too  good  to  be  true:  blood  is  the  perfect  drug,  if  I can  get 
it  to  the  injured  tissue,  there  was  a good  chance  it  would  heal  and 
prevent  the  problems  from  becoming  chronic.” 


To  heal  injured  tissues,  Dr.  Muller- Wohlfahrt  would 
experiment  with  purified  calves’  blood  and  extract  from  rooster 
combs,  both  licensed  therapeutic  products  in  Europe.  “Amidst 
expected  peer  skepticism,  I continued  my  exploration  of  the 
concept,  as  the  principle  made  sense  to  me,”  says  Dr.  Karli. 

The  alumnus  credits  his  early  liberal  arts  education  for  his 
tendency  to  question  conventional  wisdom  and  desire  to 
re-examine  medical  theories.  “The  education  I received  at 
Elizabethtown  stresses  becoming  your  own  thinker,”  he  says. 

Shaped  at  Elizabethtown 

“It  was  basketball  that  brought  me  to  Elizabethtown,”  says 
Dr.  Karli,  who  graduated  from  Lebanon  Catholic  High  School 
and  began  his  college  career  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

A 6-foot  2-inch  shooting  guard,  he  admits  he  wasn’t  quite 
Division  I player  material. 

“I  had  a good  experience  at  Pitt,  but  I missed  playing,”  he 
recalls.  “When  Dave  Lebo,  (’66 — who  served  as  the  basketball 
coach  at  Elizabethtown  for  the  1989-1990  season)  got  in  touch 
with  me  and  said  ‘we’d  love  to  have  you,’  I decided  to  come  as  a 
second  semester  freshman.”  That  transition  was  a positive  one 
for  Dr.  Karli  in  many  ways,  in  addition  to  the  opportunity  to 
reconnect  with  basketball.

“I  went  from  500  kids  in  one  of  my  classes  to  20  or  30,”  he 
says.  “There  are  many  advantages  to  a smaller  liberal  arts  college.” 

“One  of  the  most  important  things  I got  out  of  college  was 
learning  how  to  think  and  write  and  express  myself,”  he  continues. 
“The  small  class  size  and  individual  attention  worked  for  me.  I 
think  it  provided  an  excellent  way  to  help  me  develop  critical 
thinking  skills.” 

Chiefly,  he  credits  the  ability  to  forge  personal  relationships 
with  professors.  “I’m  still  very  good  friends  with  Dr.  Frank 
Polanowski  (a  biology  professor  who  retired  in  2007),”  he  says, 
noting  that  he  occasionally  returns  to  the  area  to  visit  Professor 
Polanowski.  “He  taught  biology  and  immunology  and  was  one 
of  the  toughest  professors  in  the  department.”  It  was  Polanowski 
who  nudged  Dr.  Karli  toward  pursuing  a career  in  medicine. 

“I  didn’t  go  to  college  with  aspirations  to  go  to  medical 
school,”  he  says.  “But  I had  the  numbers  (a  3.9  G.P.A.),  and 
Frank  became  my  advisor  and  encouraged  me.” 

In  addition  to  the  biology  department  (especially  Emeritus 
Professors  James  Dively  and  Frederic  Hoffman)  for  “providing  me 
with  an  outstanding  foundation  of  science,”  Dr.  Karli  recalls  a 
memorable  ethics  class  taught  by  philosophy  professor  Anthony 
Matteo.  The  course  helped  him  learn  to  “formulate  and  structure 
opinions  and  think  for  myself’  both  in  writing  and  in  public 
speaking,  developing  skills  he  extensively  relies  on  today. 


Pathway  to  pioneer 

If  it  was  basketball  that  brought  Dr.  Karli  to  Elizabethtown 
College,  where  he  began  a path  in  medicine,  it  also  was 
basketball,  or  the  lack  thereof,  that  has  landed  him  in  the 
sports  rehabilitation  spotlight. 

“Playing  basketball,  I was  always  injured,”  he  recalls.  “I 
had  two  really  good  years,  then  after  I was  injured  (his  patellar 
tendon),  I had  chronic  knee  problems  and  was  never  the  same 
or  able  to  play  the  way  I wanted  to.”  That  chronic  injury  “which 
plagued  me  since  college”  would  flare  up  and  cause  enough  pain 
that  it  motivated  Dr.  Karli  to  search  for  a better  option  for 
himself,  and  his  patients. 

“I  believed  there  had  to  be  a better  way,”  he  says.  “I  had 
an  appropriate  and  natural  skepticism  (about  injecting  blood 
products  into  injured  tissue)  but  over  time  I thought  ‘that  does 
make  sense.’  “ 

In  PRP  therapy,  a doctor  will  extract  a few  ounces  of  blood 
from  a patient,  spin  it  in  a centrifuge  in  order  to  separate  and 
concentrate  the  platelets,  then  inject  the  now  platelet-enriched 
plasma  product  back  into  the  patient’s  injury  site. 

In  2006,  Dr.  Karli  decided  to  apply  this  theoretical  treatment, 
using  himself  as  a test  subject  by  plunging  PRP-filled  needles  into 
his  old  knee  injury,  using  ultrasound  guidance.  “It  was  a little 
difficult  to  inject  plasma  into  my  own  tendon,  but  there  was  no 
better  way  to  see  if  it  worked  and,  at  that  time,  no  one  else  was 
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familiar  with  the 
technique.  Although 
difficult,  I knew  there 
was  no  tougher  critic 
than  myself,  and  the 
experience  proved  useful 
in  generating  some 
confidence  in  the 
potential  effectiveness 
of  the  biotechnology” 
he  says. 

What  he  discovered 
was  that  the  initial 
injection  to  his  knee, 

“was  expectedly  painful” 
as  the  tendon  filled  with 
the  fluid.  Dr.  Karli  found 
the  theory  worked  in  practice,  giving  him  relief  after  years  of  pain. 
“It  was  considered  experimental  as  far  as  effectiveness,  but  I 
believed  in  it  enough  to  have  it  done  to  me,”  he  says.  “The  basic 
science  was  there,  but  as  for  the  clinical  application,  we  had  to 
figure  it  out  as  we  went  along.” 

Now  lauded  as  a pioneer  in  the  therapy,  he  is  sought  out  by 
sports  superstars  and  weekend  warriors  alike.  The  Steadman  Clinic 
in  Colorado,  where  he  practices,  is  a destination  for  patients  around 
the  world  seeking  pain  relief  that  might  help  them  avoid  surgeries. 
“I  give  the  clinic  credit  for  allowing  me  the  opportunity  to  explore 
this  idea,”  he  says.  His  PRP  therapy  has  attracted  plenty  of  head- 
line-grabbing athletes,  which  in  turn  prompted  profiles  in  The  New 
York  Times,  the  Wall  Street  Journal  and  the  Scientific  American. 

The  Road  Ahead 

While  PRP  has  garnered  plenty  of  attention,  the  physical 
medicine  and  rehabilitation  specialist  notes  that  the  popular 
treatment  is  not  without  its  limitations.  “We  have  to  be  very 
realistic,”  he  says.  “It’s  still  considered  experimental  by  insurance 
companies.  It’s  expensive.  And  although  it  works  often,  it  doesn’t 
always  work.  It’s  not  a panacea.  It’s  not  a miracle  drug.” 

Dr.  Karli  also  acknowledges  that  more  research  is  needed, 
and  he  plans  to  be  at  the  forefront.  “This  is  the  first  step  in, 
perhaps,  10  steps  still  to  come  in  the  future,”  he  says.  “We  need  to 
look  at  ways  to  develop  systems  of  quantifying  the  concentration 
of  how  many  platelets,  how  many  white  and  red  blood  cells  are 
present  in  a dose.  We  need  to  think  about  the  dose-response 
relationship.”  In  addition  to  PRP,  Dr.  Karli  is  continuing  investi- 
gation of  implantable  scaffolds  and  stem-like  cells  isolated  from 
bone  marrow  as  potential  regenerative  medical  tools. 

With  the  rush  to  embrace  the  treatment  before  the  scientific 
research  is  completely  in  place,  Dr.  Karli  works  to  counsel  patients 
to  be  realistic  about  the  effectiveness  of  PRP.  “I’m  working  on  how 
to  make  it  better,”  he  says  of  his  clinical  trial  work  to  determine 
which  injuries  respond  best  to  the  treatment  and  at  what  concen- 
trations and  intervals.  To  that  end,  he  has  developed  and  started 
a biotech  company  to  standardize  doses  and  delivery  methods 
to  help  other  physicians  embrace  the  technology,  which  can 
postpone,  augment  or  even  replace  surgery. 


What’s  next  for  the  enterprising 
and  entrepreneurial  physician? 

Earning  an  M.B.A.  from  the  Daniels  College  of  Business  at  the 
University  of  Denver.  “Physicians  receive  no  formal  training  in 
business,”  he  says.  “I  made  a lot  of  mistakes  and  was  forced  to 
learn  on  the  fly.” 

Part  of  that  learning  process  involves  gamering  investors 
for  his  new  biotech  start-up.  On  the  day  of  the  interview  for  this 
story,  he  was  also  meeting  with  potential  investors  for  his  emerging 
company.  “I  try  to  keep  moving  forward  and  not  become  stagnant 
in  my  thinking  process,”  he  says.  “I  like  being  constantly 
challenged  by  what  I do.”

A bout  a year  and  a half  ago,  J.T.  Liss  ’07 — a fourth-grade  teacher  in  the 
1Y  Bronx,  N.Y. — picked  up  a camera  for  the  first  time.  Now,  he’s  using  his 
unexpected  talent  for  capturing  compelling  moments  to  benefit  causes  around 
the  world. 

The  Elizabethtown  College  alumnus  casts  his  photographic  eye  on  some 
of  our  world’s  most  challenging  problems.  “My  goal  is  to  help  create  social 
change  through  my  work,”  he  says.  “Twenty-five  percent  of  (the  profits  from) 
every  photo  I sell  currently  goes  to  Hear  the  Hungry,  a nonprofit  that  gives  a 
voice  to  the  homeless  in  New  York  City.”  Recently,  J.T.  traveled  to  California 
to  offer  his  support  to  Surfers  Healing,  a nonprofit  foundation  that  teaches 
children  with  autism  how  to  surf.  In  addition,  he’s  held  benefits  in  New 
Jersey  and  New  York  state  to  raise  money  for  a variety  of  efforts,  including 
the  American  Red  Cross  relief  fund  to  aid  those  impacted  by  Japan’s 
devastating  earthquake  and  tsunami. 

J.T.  first  heard  about  MTV  EXIT’s  (End  Exploitation  and  Trafficking) 
Bold  Lipstick  competition  when  Elizabethtown’s  Department  Chair  and 
Associate  Professor  of  Social  Work  Susan  Mapp  forwarded  him  “When  Will 
I Feel  Love,”  a video  that  was  created  by  the  organization  and  the  Black  Iris 
musician  collective,  featuring  Bethany  Cosentino  of  the  indie  rock  band  Best 
Coast.  The  photography  contest,  which  was  launched  on  Valentine’s  Day 
2011,  highlighted  the  plight  of  the  millions  of  people  who  are  trafficked  every 
year  and  forced  into  a life  of  labor,  prostitution  or  domestic  servitude.  “I  saw 
and  felt  the  manipulation  throughout  the  entire  video  and  just  wished  the 
main  character  was  empowered  enough  to  not  fall  for  it,”  he  reflects.  “From 
there  I just  kept  thinking  of  the  word,  ‘mine’  ...  my  body,  my  mind,  my  soul 
...  but  not  just  stating  the  word  but  screaming  it  with  a sense  of  self  worth.” 

J.T.’s  image,  shown  below,  captured  third  place  in  the  international 
contest.  “I  jumped  at  the  opportunity  to  be  a part  of  such  an  important  cause. 

If  people  do  not  become  informed  and  act,  this  will  continue,  and  many  will 
have  the  gift  of  life  taken  from  them,”  he  says.  “I  feel  that  if  art  or  any  medium 
can  provoke  thought  then  change  can  ultimately  be  created.”
